President’s Column 


Above the bookshelves on the northern 
wall of our synagogue library, there are 
20 or so cardboard boxes with handwrit- 
ten labels on them, reading The Sha‘ar 
Zahav Way, Tikkun Olam, Lay Leadership, 
Volunteer Involvement, Inclusiveness, Mut- 
sic, Torah, Outreach, et al. The boxes are 
stacked on each other up to the rafters, in 
brick-like fashion. 
ney Were jOra= 
duced at a leader- 
ship Advance three 
years ago. The 
members at that 
Advance asked 
themselves: What 
are the building 
blocks of our con- 
gregation? What 
are the core values we share? And after 
much discussion, we came up with those 
that are now part of our library wall. 

Events during the past year, positions 
that we have taken and programs 
planned for the coming year reflect some 
of those categorical building blocks re- 
vealing who and what we are as a syna- 
gogue and what values we consider 
important. I want to relate some exam- 
ples to you. 

Our members Paul Cohen and Sherie 
Koshover were honored by the Jewish 
Community Federation for their volun- 
teer work through the years. Robin Le- 
onard has beenselected after anextensive 
interview process to bea Wexner Fellow, 
preparing future leaders of the Jewish 
Community. These three people have 
found that extending their lives beyond 
their immediate circles can provide both 
improvement in the community and

personal satisfaction. We value volun- 
teer work and rely heavily on it. We are 
blessed with members who identify with 
this value and give freely of their time to 
provide for the continued growth and 
well-being of our shul. 
Atthecommunity celebration of Jerts- 
alent 3000 at Yerba Buena Center last 
month, I was delighted to see our mem- 
bers Lane Schickler, Steve Levine, Sara 
Haber and Jeff Rubin staffing a CSZ 
information and gift shop table. The 
Membership and Gift Shop committee 
members decided that our presence was 
important and necessary at this commu- 
nity event. If I recollect correctly, we 
were the only synagogue with an out- 
reach presence at this very well-attend- 
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ed event. Lane, Steve, Sara and Jeff iden- 
tify with the need for CSZ to be a pres- 
ence in community events. Our being 
there, it turns out, was important to many 
people, considering the lists of people 
requesting information about our syna- 
gogue, our services and programs and 
the CSZ product we sold. Some ques- 
tions asked were, indeed, a bit perplex- 
ing: “What exactly is gay cooking?” 
Sometimes some of us might imagine 
that we have completed our mission, 
that everyone knows about us and our 
presence may not always be necessary. 
The dedication of these committee mem- 
bers reveals that our building block of 
outreach and community involvement 
is never at an end. 

Last year, our Adult Education Com- 
mittee, chaired by Claire Rappoport, or- 
ganized discussions and instructionona 
variety of subjects. Our shul is dedicated 
to continuing adult education: it is a 
building block, a core value. This com- 
ing year, the committee has planned the 
first of a series of ongoing classes for 
adults who need some basic courses in 
Judaismand Hebrew, especially for those 
adult members who plan on becoming 
B’nai Mitzvah. Many of our members 
return to their Judaism after a long ab- 
sence from any organized shul and feel 
the need as adults to (re-)learn, question 
and understand the Judaism they grew 
up with. And they want to attend classes 
and discussions at their shul. Claire 
picked up the baton and ran with it, and 
now others have joined her committee. 
We have passed a budget which includes 
the funding of a half-time professional 
educator for adults and children. Claire 
and the committee need not only rely on 
intuitions and learning through sharing 
ideas with others. Professional guidance 
will only enrich our programs and en- 
able the committee to do more. 

At the last Va‘ad meeting of this year, 
new members of the Va‘ad got their first 
taste of Va‘ad process and the dedication 
of Va’ad members. We considered wheth- 
er or not we should take a position on 
CCRI, the California Civil Rights Initia- 
tive. On the surface the proposition might 
appear innocuous, but a closer reading 
reveals the mean-spirited motivation of 
its drafters and supporters. Eloise Ma- 
genheim, our Social Action chair, helped 
us through the discussion with some

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Minutes of the Va’ad 


June 10, 1996 

The Va‘ad said goodbye to Mike Zim- 
merman, Lane Schickler, Susan Tubbe- 
sing, Carolyn Pines, and Jonathan 
Comisar and welcomed Recorder-elect 
Mark Bowers, Treasurer-elect Leah Wolf, 
and Va’ad members-elect Ellie Cohen, 
Jeff Forman, Sara Haber and Eileen 
Levy. Installation of new officers and 
Va’ad members will take place at Shab- 
bat services, July 19.

The Va‘ad voted to support the Jew- 
ish Community Relations Council’s op- 
position to the California Civil Rights 
Initiative and to publicly oppose the 
Initiative which, if passed in Novem- 
ber, would effectively eliminate affir- 
mative action programs. 

Dana Katz presented a large number 
of upcoming social programs (all of 
which are described elsewhere in this 
issue of the Forward). 

The Adult Education Committee is 
planning two summer courses, target- 
ed to 8-10 CSZ members who are pre- 
paring for adult Bat or Bar Mitzvahs, an 
18-month process. Interest has also been 
expressed in an Introduction to Juda- 
ism class, and a motion authorizing pay- 
ment of teachers and nominal tuition 
fees was approved. 

Rabbinic intern Michael Latz will be 
hired to lead High Holiday children’s 
services, our Selichot service, second 
day Rosh Hashanah services and per- 
haps one additional service. 

High Holiday ticket pass policy, also 
published in this issue, was approved. 
The annual Leadership Advance will be 
August 2-4 at Wildwood. 

The Va’ad requested a monthly re- 
port from the Rabbi Search Committee. 
May 19, 1996 

Rabbi Kahn opened the Va’ad meet- 
ing for the last time with a brief com- 
mentary on the wilderness of Sinai. Mike 
Zimmerman started the discussion of 
the upcoming general membership vote 
on the new dues structure by examin- 
ing the question: “What are alternative 
ways to balance the fiscal year 1996-97 
budget?” The Va‘ad then heard an up- 
date from Robin Leonard and Allan 
Gold, co-chairs of the Rabbi Search Com- 
mittee. 

Rabbi Kahn reported that the Israel 
trip was an outstanding success. Susan 


Lubeck and Nancy Levin have volun- 
teered to coordinate the next trip. Rabbi 
Kahn’s last service will be Shavuot; his 
last day in office will be May 29. The 
Rabbiisno longer available for life cycle 
ceremonies. 

Sunday, May 19, is the first Kadimah 
session. A large enrollment in the two 
lower classes is anticipated for next year. 

After many successful years, our Kai- 
ser brunchis being phased out. An oneg 
in honor of the participants is being 
planned. Va’ad members will be giving 
thought towards a new focus for the 
men’s group. 

Discussion turned to future program- 
ming. The Va’ad approved a proposal 
for a Pride Party on Saturday, June 22; 
the proposed budget is $500, with a 
door charge of $1 for members and $5 
for non-members. This year’s Advance 
will be the first weekend in August. 

The Camp Swig program drew very 
positive reviews. Fifty-seven adults and 
15 kids attended. Although the budget 
was $1,500, the actual net cost was only 
$600, which the Va’ad funded as fol- 
lows: $500 from a Bureau of Jewish Ed- 
ucation grant and $100 from Ma’ayan 
funds. September 27-29, 1996 andApril 
4-6, 1997 will be the next two weekends 
for the program.

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Inauguration

In a beautiful and bittersweet service in 
Manhattan, Rabbi Eric Yoffie succeeded 
Rabbi Alexander Schindler as President 
of the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations. 

I attended the inauguration on June 8 
as a member of the Board of Trustees of 
the UAHC. Few Jewish leaders in mod- 
ern times have been as loved and re- 
spected as Alex Schindler. He taught 
above all that Judaism is about inclu- 
sion, notexclusion, and he practiced what 
he preached. Among other accomplish- 
ments, Alex provided the moral leader- 
ship that led to the ordination of openly 
gay and lesbian rabbis, and brought gay 
Jews into the mainstream of Jewish life. 

If the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis sometimes lagged a bit behind 
the UAHC, Alex prodded and nudged 
them until they caught up. And catch up 
they did, becoming this spring the first 
organization of American clergy to sup- 
port gay marriage. 

In his inaugural address, Rabbi Yoffie 
praised Rabbi Schindler for these efforts, 
for reaching out to those who had been 
on the periphery of Jewish life: not only 
to gays, but also to the intermarried and 
the unaffiliated. He promised to intensi- 
fy those efforts. Any who doubted the 
inclusion of our community had only to 
look at the participants in the inaugura- 
tion services, both on Friday evening 
and Saturday. Lesbian and gay rabbis 
and lay leaders were prominent among 
them, not because they were gay, but 
because they were respected colleagues 
and friends who have made significant 
contributions to Reform Judaism. 

For all his strengths, Rabbi Yoffie will 
not be Alexander Schindler, as Alex was 
not Maurice Eisendrath, his predeces-

sor. The two men are different in style, 
priorities, and patterns of observance. 
Rabbi Yoffie wears a kippaht. Rabbi Schin- 
dler, raised in the classic German Re- 
form tradition, does not. Eric’s emphasis 
will be on responding to the profound 
spiritual longing of the modern Jew, even 
as he supports and advances the social 
action agenda Alex so forcefully cham- 
pioned. 

Differences or not, both rabbis share a 
warm #ensclilikeit that makes them in- 
spiring leaders and treasured friends. 

Later in June, Rabbi and Amy Yoffie 
and their children will go to Israel, where 
their son Adam will become a bar mitz- 
vah. While there, the rabbi will meet 
with Prime Minister Netanyahu. 

There is a wonderful juxtaposition 
here. In the first days of his new presi- 
dency, he and Amy return to our spiritu- 
al homeland to transmit the Torah to 
their son, as they transmitted it to their 
daughter Admina several years ago. 

And, at the same time, the new presi- 
dent will begin a dialogue with the new 
prime minister, the main focus of which 
will be to advance the cause of peace 
between Jew and Jew, and between Isra- 
el and her neighbors. 

It’s hard to imagine a more hopeful 
and appropriate beginning.

information she learned as our represen- 
tative on the Jewish Community Rela- 
tions Council. Irene Ogus forwarded us 
some information about the impact of 
this so-called civil rights proposition on 
the status of women. As our Va’ad mem- 
ber Lisa Katz observed, the necessity of 
affirmative action is a reflection of our 
congregation’s being attuned to the 
building block of tikkiun olam: it is the 
Jewish thing to do, and itis especially the 
gay /lesbian/bisexual/ feminist thing to 
do. The Va’ad voted unanimously to 
oppose the CCRI and to support the 
Jewish Community Relations Council in 
its stand opposing CCRI. The vote was 
an important one for us as we realize 
how charged this issue is for many of our 
members and how rarely we take public 
stands: we do so when they reflect our 
values and entail who and what we are 
as a congregation. Eloise plans to hold 
information/educational meetings on 
the issue for our members and friends. 

One last thought: we are in a period 
between rabbis. The mantle of responsi- 
bility for our CSZ ritual life is now worn 
collectively by the indefatigable Ritual 
Committee. We have always valued lay 
involvement in ritual matters.

Child care will be available for all 
evening and daytime services at the 
Unitarian Center. This year, advance 
prepaid reservations will be required to 
ensure that we have enough child care 
workers and to avoid overcrowding.
